AIDS,  ttx*  deadly  myst^rioua 
disease  which  has  caused  havoc 
in  the  VS,  u  believed  to  be  the 
result  of  the  Pentagon's  expert 
menta  to  develop  new  and  daiv- 
gcrous  biological  weapons. 

Now  that  these  menacing  •* 
purlments  seem  to  have  gone 
out  of  control,  plans  are  being 
hatched  to  hastily  transfer  them 
from  <h*  US  to  other  countries, 
primarily  developing  nations 
where  governments  are  pliable 
to  Washington's  pressures  and 
persuasion. 

Some  American  experts  be¬ 
lieve  that  Pakistan  may  becoma 
the  next  proving  ground  for 
these  experiments.  If  this  hap* 
pens,  there  will  be  a  real  danger 
that  AIDS  may  rapidly  spread 
to  India  with  the  grave  conse¬ 
quences  to  the  people  of  the 
country. 

WHO  representatives  point 
out  that  AIDS  may  soon  become  . 
problem  number  one.  since  so 
far  there  are  no  effective  cures 
to  fight  it. 

The  British  mass  media  haa 
pointed  to  the  blood  plasm  im-  j 
ported  from  the  US  as  the  cause  I 
of  AIDS,  which  is  spreading  in 
the  British  Isles  where  more 
than  15  patients  have  been  bos- 
Dualized,  with  half  of  them  now 
dead. 

As  a  result,  France  and  Hol¬ 
land,  which  use  large  quantities 
of  American  blood  donations, 
have  stopped  importing  such 
blood.  Britain,  the  Federal  Re¬ 
public  of  Germany  and  Den¬ 
mark  are  now*  considering  siml-  , 
lar  measures. 

In  recent  months,  there  has 
been  a  marked  increase  in  the 
incidence  of  this  hitherto  un¬ 
known  disease,  the  so-called  Ac¬ 
quired  Immune  Deficiency  Syn- 
drome  (AIDS).  It  is  caused,  or 
so  scientists  suspect,  by  a  new 
highly  pathogenic  virus  which 
ravages  the  immune  system  of  a 
human  being,  making  him  prac¬ 
tically  defenceless  against  any 
infection.  Once  the  AIDS  virus 
penetrates  the  human  organism, 

It  does  not  become  the  “killer” 
but  rather  acts  like  a  time  bomb. 
The  immune  system  destroyed 
by  It  can  no  longer  resist  diseases 1 
even  such  as  the  virus  flu.
